The decopsed wins 80 yoars of age, and had long heon
in the real estate businessat No, 4315 Walnut streot.
He was well known throughout the ety and highly
regpocted,  The marderer 8 96 yeara of age, and
formerly wild ih the bool und aloe business nt Ridge
avenue and Spring Goarden street, thoagh unttl
April or May, he had been doing 4 lttle In the to-
baeco trade, e 18 kighly spoken of by his scquain-
tanees, and all eredit him with being an atfectionate
hosband. His wife s also ropredented a8 bhelng a
lovely woman, and one who reciprocated his at-
taohment  His strange coniduet townrds her cannot
be aeconnted for in any way.

Vandyke a8 to L8 condition, That genticman, nlter
a few days examination, proclaimed him insaoe and
advised his removal to an asylum,  For sotie twelve
years he has been  amiicted with intammatory
rhenmatism, which lately had taken a chroule Torm,
He has also been decidedly unfortunste o business,
and since April or May last has done nothing, e
was o murrled man, and the thought that not only
he, but his wife, had  become deépendent  for
the necesaaries of 1ife npon others, also preved upon
his mind, They had broken up house-Keeping, and
he had gone to live with his father and she with her
friends at Riverside, N. J. They are spoken of s
very affectionate gonple, amd they were in the hubit
of frequently visiting each other., Sotne time siooe,
he concelved an ldes that & number of people had
conspired to take his Iife;, amdl awmong those he
clagsed his wile, though not untll yesterday did
he express any feeling agninst her to any of his
fumily, He had just then returned from a visit to
her, and on ontering the house of his father he
songht his eldest sister, to whom he sald that he
had been polsoned, and showing o hlister on the in-
gide of his upper lp, remarked that wis the murk of
poigon. e remarked that he hnd been all nleht
with his wife, and that at the breakiast table none
of her folks partook of unything. He was the only
one to ent, nmd his wife hud given him everything he
had eaten, and that she had administersd  potson
in his food. e was violent ot this time, 1 his
denunciation of her, saying that he never Intended
to live with her, and drawiog an old broken kuife
from his bosom, suid that e had threstensd to kil
her with that, He left his sister with the remark,
S0h, ahe will be here and tell you aboutie: 1 told her
to come.” e went to the renl estate ofllee of his
father, No. 4813 Waloat street, with whom he re-
mained until about two o'cloek, and Lo whom he de-
talled the ocourrences of the wight Lefore with his

INTERKAL REVESUR DECISION, —The following 1m-
portant Internal revenue decislon will be of Inter-
8l 1o importers (—

THEASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF INTERNAL
REVENUE, WASHINGTON, Aug, 10, 1869.—8{r:—I reply
to your letter of the 14th lnstant, relative to the lia-
bility of Importers of forelgn merchandige to the
payment of the specinl tax a8 dealers, that the
former ruling of the oMee upon the subject, viz, :
in the cases of Measrs, E. I, Morgan & Co., and
others, was reconsidered and reversed on the st of
July ult,, by a letter of that date addressed 1o As-
gessor W, Raymond Lee, Third district, Boston,
Muss,

In view of the clrcamstance that the assessmoent
of this tax, for the time Intervening sinee the
slon of October B, 1868, exempting Importers [
this tax, amd the date of that by which it was re-
versed, might work hardship  samd inconvenlence
upon those who had gold their goods and had mude
fnal gettloments upon the basis of exemption from
the tax, It was not intended to make the sald degl-
slon of July 1 retrospective in its character and ope-
ration, but that assessments for tax under the pame
ghould commence with July 1, 1560, and continue
from and arter that date only: but that no assess-
ments shonld be made for sald Intervening time,
For the purpose of complylng more fully with
your suggestion and securing a4 uniformity in all
collection districts with respect to assessments of
importers und others affected by this question, o
copy of this letter will be published in_the “Internal
